M.. Chu Sing-kung, columnist of * 
the ‘Ta Mei Wan Pao” was shot and 
killed at 4.12 pm. yesterday as he 
was walking down North Honan 
Road. His murderer was arrested a 
fev, seconds after he had perpetrated 
tne crime, when a mobile police 
patrol passed in a motorcar and was 
able to prevent his escape, 

Chu had just crossed N. Honan Road 
Bridge, coming from his office and 
was about to go home when suddenly,. 
in front of the Embankment Building, 
» lone gunman advanced, fired a shot 
which entered the victim’s right 
temple, and after throwing away his 
weapon, tried to make his escape by 
running northward along N. Honan 
Road. At this moment, the police 
ear which was cruising near by, 
arrived at the scene, taking up the | 
chase after the gunman who, seeing 
that no chance for an escape was 
left, gave himself up. He was taken 
to West Hongkew Police Station and 
after being questioned, was trans- 
ferred to Chengtu Road Station as in- 
quiries will be made in that district. 


Motive Unknown 


The reason for the murder is still 
‘puzzling the police, as Chu was” 
known not to have had any political © 
affiliations although, it was 
out in Chinese circles last aight, he 
frequently published anti-Wang 
Ching-wei articles which were sent 
him by readers. 


\Pelitical Motive Suspected 

The fact that detectives from Crime | 
Branch Headquarters and the: 
Special Branch were also investigat- 
ing the case, indicated that a political 
motive may have been behind the 
murder but no definite confirmation 
.an the subject could be obtained. j 
| The weapon used by the gunman 
was a revolver which indicates that 
yesterddy’s assassination may have 
some connectiqn with the shooting of 
Mr. Wang Chi-lu, another newspaper- 
man, who, it will be recalled, was | 
shot when he left his Rue Lafayette 
home on the morning of August 26 
when, according to the French police 
revolvers were also used although, u:

Taking advantage of hia 
position on a foreigh-owned newspaper, he was engaged 
in the dissemination of malicious ptopaganda against the 
Teal interests of China. Though Mts Wang Ching-wei 
considers that there is absolutely no necessity to pay 
any heed to such malicious and defamatory commnist 
propaganda, yet he is surprised at the failure of your 
esteemed peper to observe, so far as the position of your 
paper is concerned, the principle that foreigners or 
Chinese in foreign employ should maintain a strictly 

| noweraa and impartial attitude and should refrain from 
making reckless comments on the internal politica of the 
country in which they are residing.

In Shanghai, such activities are much 
more reckless. And yet nothing in tthe form of denunciation 
has been uttered by your esteemed paper over these outrages. 
I can hardly believe the allegation that you are shielding 
the outrageous activities of the king Government. 

"Te editors of your esteemed paper are not 
the only persons who have received threatening letters. 
My life as well as the lives of the editors of the 
‘Central China Daily News’ in Shanghai and of the ‘South 
China Deily News* in Hongkong are at all times in danger. 
We are opposed to the use of terroristic activities as 


a means to attain political ambitions, tut your esteemed 
Paper has maintained complete silence over such measures. 
The terroristic activities carried out by Chungking will 
not only give rise to all kinds of troubles and 

cor vlications, but will encourage lawless clements as 
weal as the instigators and agitators.

"THE BLACKMAILING OF THE ‘TA MEI Wan Pao'" 


The "Central China Daily News" publishes 
under the above heading the following letter dated 
September 2 addressed to Randall Gould, editor of the 
Chinese and English editions of the "Ta Mei Vian Pao" :- 

“Your esteemed letter dated August 31, 
addressed to Messrs. Li (& ) and Shih (# ) has reached 
me and in reply, I am directed to state as follows:- 

"Mr. Wang Ching-wei. knows nothing about 
this affair or about Tsu Sing-kung (4.4% 4% )- However, 
a study of Tsu's written works will convince anybody 
that he was a communist writer. Taking advantage of his 
position on a foreign-owned newspaper, he was engaged 
in the dissemination of malicious propaganda against the 
real interests of China. Though Mr. Wang Ching-wei 
considers that there is absolutely no necessity to pay 
any heed to such malicious and defamatory commnist 
propaganda, yet he is surprised at the failure of your 
esteemed paper to observe, so far as the position of your 
paper is concerned, the prinoiple that foreigners or 
Chinese in foreign employ should maintain a strictly 
neutral and impartial attitude and should refrain from 
making reckless comments on the internal politics of the 
country in which they are residing. 

"Political terrorism was started by the 
Chungking authorities. During recent months, inhuman 
and barbarous acts of this nature have been employed 
more vigorously as_a weapon to remove persons who are 
opposed to them. was the first one to sustain serious 
injuries, this was ep iter by the fatal wounding of 
Dr. Tseng Chung-min ( 2 y. Mr. Yang Ching-wei wes 
very fortunate to have cscaped death. According to the 
investigations made by the French mthorities, the 
assassins in the fatal attack on Tseng Chung-min were 
actually under the direct orders of the Special Service 
Organ at Chungking and some of them were even in possession 
of passports issued in Hongkeng, which had been applied 
for by the high officials of the South-West Transport 
Company. 

“This company is one of the headquartors of 
the eking Special Service Organ. Mr. Sung Tse-kao 
(2 44. ) was likewise made a victim of foul play 
sever deys ago. In Shanghai, such activities are much 
more reckless. And yet nothing in the form of denunciation 
has been uttered by your esteemed paper over these outrages. 
I cm hardly believe the allegation that you are shiclding 
the outrageous activities of the Chungking Government. 

"Te editors of your esteemed paper are not 
the only persons who have received threatening letters. 
My life as well as the lives of the editors of the ; 
‘Central Chin: Daily News' in Shanghai end of the ‘South 
China Deily News’ in Hongkong are at all times in dangor. 
We are opposed to the use of terroristic activities as

"Your statement that Mr. Wang Ching-wei 
could never have had any connection with terroristic 
activitics is correct and needs no further amplification, 
because Mr. Wang Ching-wei h-=s suffered more than anyone 
else from such activities. 

"If this letter should prove useful to 
you, then I request that same be published in full."
